Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Eilberg called regarding the non-compliant appeal brief 
notification and requested clarification on the issues pointed out. Specifically, the objection to the Arguments section 
was discussed. Clarification is needed as to whether the claims were to be grouped together or if claims 29 and and 
33 were being argued/grouped seperately from claims 28 and 32. The examiner suggested some options to clarify. If 
the corrected brief is filed without any changes made to the arguments section, Applicant is notified that the claims will 
be considered as grouped together, and therefore the arguments relating to claims 29 and 33 are moot.
